Tells Russia of Tests 
During his Kremlin speech, de­ 
livered in calm, deliberate tones 
and broadcast throughout the So­ 
viet Union, Khrushchev also re­ 
vealed to the Soviet people for 
the First time that their country 
already was carrying out nuclear 
tests. Moscow resumed its testing 
last week, 
and Washington an­ 
nouncements have disclosed four 
test shots in the atmosphere thus 
far. 
However. Khrushchev 
rejected 
as propaganda an Anglo-American 
appeal to Russia to join in ban­ 
ning all further nuclear tests in 
the atmosphere.

The law di­ 
rects the DMV to obey a court s 
recommendation and sentence and 
provides that only if the court 
makes no recommendation on li­ 
cense suspension, the DMV can 
act. 
Also, the new law allows a court 
to set terms of a suspension. This 
means a man could be allowed to 
use his car only to drive to work, 
or could be restricted from driving 
his car only during weekends. 
The other law aimed at drunken 
drivers was introduced by Assem­ 
blyman Nicholas PetrLs, D - Oak­ 
land. It provides that no person 
may have a container of liquor 
open in any p art of a m otor ve­ 
hicle where it can be 
reached 
from the front seat. That appears 
to mean it m ust be in the trunk. 
Another penalty law approved 
by the legislature provides a man­ 
datory 5-day jail sentence for a 
person found guilty the 
second 
time of driving while his license 
is suspended or revoked or who 
has been refused a license. The 
bill 
allows the sentence 
to be 
served on consecutive weekends. 
Tom Bright newly - 
appointed 
Director of Motor Vehicles, gave 
much of the credit for adoption of 
the new laws to Gov. Edmund G. 
Brown. 
"B y adopting many important 
points In the governor's traffic 
safety program .” he said, “The 
Legislature 
has 
provided 
some 
very effective tools to solve the 
highway traffic safety problem.”

Industrial Council Hears 


Employment Trend Facts 


BANNING — The emphasis on 
heavy industry to provide n e w 
jobs and community growth in this 
nation is in direct conflict to the 
economic trend, a student of the 
employment picture told the Indus­ 
trial Council of the R i v e r s i d e 
Board of Trade Thursday night. 
A1 Lynch, m anager of employee 
communications for K aiser Steel, 
pointed out that production indus­ 
tries in the United States actually 
declined in employment from 1948 
through 1960, while service indus­ 
try employment climbed steadily 
upward. 
Speaking at the dinner meeting 
in the San 
Gorgonio 
Inn 
here. 
Lynch emphasized that communi­ 
ties seeking industrial 
g r o w t h 
should not confine their thoughts 
to such production industries 
as 
manufacturing, 
construction, 
ag­ 
riculture and mining. The number 
of jobs in those industries declined 
from 25.976.000 in 1948, he said 
to 25,552,000 - a drop of 424,000 
jobs. 
On the other hand, he pointed 
out, the increase in service indus­ 
tries — finance, government, serv­ 
ice and miscellaneous, transpor­ 
tation and utilities, wholesale and 
retail trades — climbed from 26,­ 
432.000 to 33.308.000 in the same 
period — a 6,876,000 rise. 
Lynch reached a three - point 
conclusion to his study of employ­ 
ment trends in this country: 
Resort 
Reports 


1. Employment in production in­ 
dustries (barring interference 
of 
war conditions) will at best in­ 
crease at a much slower rate than 
will employment in service indus­ 
tries. 
2. Even within production indus­ 
tries. the proportion of non-produc­ 
tion to production workers w i l l 
tend to increase. 
3. Employment in service indus­ 
tries will continue to enjoy an up­ 
ward surge. 
Earlier in the meeting, Wilkes 
Lambeth, president of the board 
of trade, presented plaques of ap­ 
preciation 
to 
Bob 
Williamson, 
chairman of the 
industrial com­ 
mittee from 1957 through 1960, and 
Armand Bruno, 1960-61 chairmen. 
The council also saw a colored 
moving picture of Southern Paci­ 
fic Railroad’s activities in encour­ 
aging industrial development in 
the areas it serves.

This is one- 
sixth of 1901'* predicted 1.3 mil­ 
lion. housing sta rts. 
P ro b lem s Listed 
Stating that senior citizen s are 
not a "difficult" segm ent to please, 
co n tra ry to th e opinion of bome 
builders, he ad d ed that they ob­ 
viously have 
individual 
t a s t e s 
like any o th er group. M ost want 
a sm aller house but a good house, 
having ow ned th re e to fo u r homes 
in their lifetim e. T here a re a num­ 
ber of w ays o f answ ering 
'heir 
housing pro b lem s in d ifferent tvpe 
com m unities, h e said, such as: 
1. A retire m en t com m un:ty lim- 
itedto 
p erso n s over 50 y ears of 
age (T his is the restrictio n which

"In the n ear future." he said, 
"the m arket will increase sharply 
because the 50-plus age group is 
grow ing very m uch faster than the 
rest of the population. In the past 
20 y ears while the population grew 
by little m ore than one-third, the 
50-and over group increased by a 
rem arkable 69 p er cent." 


He said these 
national 
figures 
w ere p articularly tru e for South­ 
e rn California. 
Of the nearly 7 
m illion people in the Los Angeles- 
lo n g Beach m etropolitan a r e a , 
m ore than H4 m illion, o r 22 per 
cent 
are ov er 50. 
T he av erag e couple buying at 
P alm City, Severin said, is ju st 
under 60 y ears of age, and is still 
v ery alert and eager to *ake p art 
in com m unity events and re c re a ­ 
tion. 
M ore than one out of 10 of the 
b uyers has enough saw ngs to pay 
cash for their home o r ap artm en t, 
and 15 per cent have actually paid 
cash for their real estate, he said.

ed in 80 per cent of the first unit 
of 450 hom es sold within six w eeks 
of opening.

■ long Declaration 
He is Semyon Konstantinovich 
Tsarapkin and he had just read 
into the record the Soviet Union’s 
6,000-word declaration of its in­ 
tent to resum e nuclear testing. 
In retrospect. Soviet mockery of 
the negotiations became increas­ 
ingly clear. 
The speed with which Russia 
resumed its nuclear test blasts 
after its 
initial 
declaration 
in­ 
dicated that 
Nikita Khrushchev, 
Tsarapkin’s 
boss, 
had 
decided 
months ago that he no longer was 
interested in a test ban treaty as 
such. 
Then there had been Tsarap­ 
kin’s recent trip to Moscow. 
After that, the U. S. presenta­ 
tion of a new set of compromise 
proposals for which Tsarapkin did 
not even bother to put on his ea r­ 
phones. 
Final Announcement 
Then the 
final callous Soviet 
announcement. 
Yet diplomacy can be as im ­ 
personal as war and a paradox 
of the Geneva meetings has been 
that the men with whom he daily 
traded charge and counter-charge 
could look upon him with a per­ 
sonal regard detached from his 
role as Soviet spokesman.

line. 
Western 
diplo­ 
mats noted that he never used 
the personal epithet so fam iliar 
in Khrushchev's speech, and they 
believed that personally he sin­ 
cerely desired a test ban treaty.

Munnell of Montebello, Democrat­ 
ic state vice-chairman and m ajor­ 
ity leader in the Assembly, to a 
Superior Court judgeship but may 
not do so until after the budget 
session of the legislature n e x t 
year. He said Munnell had asked 
for the appointment. 
—He has no plans now to an­ 
nounce his candidacy for re-elec­ 
tion.

If Roger Maris remains tired, 
he's a cinch to break Babe Ruth’s 
record. 
The 
young 
Yankee 
slugger 
once again blazing hot with his 
bat although he admits he’s feel­ 
ing "blah,” hit his 55th home run 
of the season Thursday night in 
his dram atic bid to wipe out the 
imm ortal Ruth’s record of 60 
home runa in a single season 
which has stood the test for 34 
years. 
"I’m not feeling too good.” 
M aris mumbled with bowed head 
after his homer, a drag bunt sin­ 
gle and a sacrifice fly had helped 
the Yankees to a 7-3 victory over 
the 
Cleveland 
I n d i a n s and 
stretched their American League 
lead over the Detroit Tigers to 
nine games. 
Features Show It 
"Blah is the best way I can 
describe how I feel.” he said, 
and a quick look at his washed 
features showed it. But for a 
tired player he's really wearing 
out the ball again after falling 
into a mild slump. 
To get all that ’’tired” talk in 
its own perspective you have to 
go back to July 25 when Maris 
First said he wasn't feeling up to 
par The Yanks were playing the 
Chicago White Sox a doublehead­ 
er that day and Maris told man­ 
ager Ralph Houk he probably 
wouldn't be able to play. 
However, he decided to play at 
the last minute and celebrated 
his decision by hitting four home 
runs, two in each game. 
Thursday night, he dragged a 
skillful bunt past pitcher Dick 
Stigman to score Tony Kubek. who 
had tripled in the first inning, hit 
his 55th in the third—a whistling 
smash into the right «Field bleach­ 
ers — then singled again to keep 
a two-run rally going in the sixth 
to chase Stigman. Roger closed 
out his night's work with a sacri­ 
fice fly in the seventh to account 
for New York’s sixth run. 
The victory, practically lost on 
the partisan crowd of 18.549 be­ 
cause of Maris’ latest assault on 
the homer 
record, 
was New 
Y ork’s eighth straight and for all 
practical purposes sewed up the 
AL pennant. 
While the Yanks 
have been 
spurting, as they did at the end 
of the 1960 season when they won 
their last 15 to break that race 
wide open, the Tigers have fallen 
apart completely.

Should lie Ruth 


As Mantle Off 


NEW YORK (UPI) - Roger 
Maris now has the law of aver* 
age< on his side in his bid to 
equal — but not surpass — Babe 
Ruth’s 60-homer record. 
The blond New York Yankee 
outfielder hit his 55th home run 
Thursday nignt in helping beat 
the Cleveland Indians. 7-3. at Yan­ 
kee Stadium. That put him eight 
games ahead of Ruth's record 
pace in 1927. 
Teammate Mickey Mantle col­ 
lected only a double in four at- 
bats and. with 51 hom ers in 140 
games, fell one game behind the 
Ruthian pace. 
When Ruth set the record, he 
averaged a homer every 2.56 
games. Maris, with 55 homers in 
140 games, has been averaging 
one every 2.54 games.

A nd th e many protests th a t have followed th e Russian 
nuclear bom b tests don't really mean m uch cither. In fact 
some of these sound rather hollow. 


K hrushchev a n d his Krem lin cohorts know, o r think they 
know, w h at they a re doing an d where they are headed, Then- 
decisive actions are adm ired by some, feared by others, bu t 


they get results. 


If w e of the free w orld are to win in the final test we m ust 
soon com e to the decision th a t action, not reaction, is to be
